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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the particulars of the illumination 
system of Group II are not relied on to impart patentable distinction to the claims of 
Group I. The subcombination has separate utility such as for use as a hand-held 
system without the presence of the arm, and carriage, etc... of group I claims. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status In the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
